House Bill 465 appropriates $25.0 to PED for a character education program in Roswell Public 
Schools. 
 

Significant Issues 
 
According to PED, Roswell Independent Schools, within Chaves County, has been a Character 
Counts community since 1994.  It first established a partnership with Albuquerque for the 1995-
1999 Secretary’s Fund for the Improvement of Education: Partnerships in Character Education 
federal grant awarded to New Mexico.  Roswell Independent Schools and Chaves County con-
tinue to support Character Counts through the Chamber of Commerce.
